Palm er’s detailed statement con­ 
cerning the terms of the agreem ent 
under which the packers are to get 
out of the grocery business and re­ 
linquish hold of stocky ards, was care­ 
fully studied. 
The attorney general may be ask­ 
ed to appear before the senate agri­ 
culture com m ittee to ex plain more 
fully how the agreem ent was arriv ed 
at and what sort of promises, if any , 
he m ade to the packers in return for 
their acceptance of his terms. 
S enator B orah, Idaho, a fte r 
con­ 
ference w ith o th er 
se nato rs inte r­ 
ested in the legislation for gov ern­ 
m ent control of th e packing ind u s­ 
try, said he w as considering a reso­

It is a fact, probably, that the sa l­ 
a ries paid their pastors by 
Santa 
Ana churches average higher than 
the average of prea chers’ sa la ries 
throughout the sta te and country, 
but it is undoubtedly a lso true tha n 
few if any of the local pa stors are 
paid as well a s men of like a bilities 
anu n ecessities in other professions j 
and businesses. 
Moreover, investi-1 
gation show s that while som e of the j 
sa la ries paid in Santa Ana a re fair-, 
1y adequate, many of them are whol-J 
ly inadequate 
Probably the highest salary paid 
to a Santa Ana past6r is $3600 in- j 
eluding parsonage—that 
is. 
$3000 j 
cash and a pastor's residence of a ’ 
rental value of $600. 
Three or four 
—possibly 
five—other 
churches j 
here, of the same cla ss a s that pay- j 
ing the highest salary, pay from $2000 j 
to $3000 a year. 
But what about the 
other twenty 
or 
thirty churches? j 
Their a vera ge of sa la ries is prooaoiy I 
not above $1000 to $1200—at 
the 
m ost $1500. 
Does any fair-minded 
man think a m inister can live re­ 
specta bly and raise and educa te his 
children on such sa la ries? 
From the best information obta in­ 
able, it would appear that all of the 
churches of the first cla ss—say five 
of them — paying an a vera ge of $2500 
to $3000 a year, could ea sily 
pay 
what they ought to pay—$4u00 to 
$5000 a year.
